The 
Uuited States Koverunioiit is uudtu'- 
iitood to regard the action of Japan an 
jaxtitiable on the grounds of s U- 
iloliMiHe, and (irunt Britain cuiiicides, 
aithuuxh Home form of oxpianatiou or 
apoloKj luuy be deemed desirable. 
France haa takou a lo.s3 easy view of 
the situation, but is not di.'4p< i.sed tu 
malve serious diftioultieij. Her ojiiiiion 
appours to be tliut the exif^ency wm not 
Bu'.Heieutly iilaruiiiii; to call for so grave 
a niOiisoru a.s tlx^ removal of passengers 
from the Frencli mail steamship. 

Later devolopmi'iits indicate tliat the 
self-declared explosive exports were ir- 
responsible spri iilafors, if not impostors. 
Reports were receivisd connectiuK l"ol- 
onel Fred (iraiit with tho uuderlakiutr, 
aud liiH name cairied with it a woigiit 
whicli would not have been accorded to 
unknown advoutorers. It is well 
known that Li Hnng ('hang kolds the 
memory of Ht^neral Gnuit in revere noe, 
and he w(juld prenuMbly have been 
diapoied to place nnuraal resources at 
the dispoBiU of a party representing his 
Bon. Ihe sums alle/ed to have beeu 
promiMd to Colonel ( i rant, aud which 
Lave been actually advanced to his 
agents, corresi)oud exivctly with these 
•et forth by the travelers ou the Gaelic 
and Sydney. 

Taking theae and other oo-relatlTe 
facta into consideration, the Japanese 
gOTermnent believed itself under the 
neoeaiitj of gnardiug against tho threat- 
ened daaser. The French diploaiatic 
aQd oonsmor offlcialu were powerless to 
iatanrene, even had they been inclined 
to do so, and relying npon the author- 
ized Vnlingi of international Ikw, Jmtau 
availed herself of what she claims as a 
belliKPreut hKbt. The American pa.s 
sengers were released Nov. 12, after tak' 
ing oaths not to aid C'hlua in any man- 
ner and e^cpressing in writing their 
gratitude (or the louieuoy of their treat- 
m->nt hy tlie .Tapanove government.

The seventh session of 
till- (lint has I'Ot II c'luvent'd to nicet in 
Tnki'i Dec. -^2. it i.s nut anliciiiate.l 
that •lie proceedings will be so har- 
monious as those of tho extraordinary 
Bossi(jn recently li(!ld at Hiroshinia. 
Tho sole ))urpose of that gathering was 
to authori/.o war expenditures, and all 
domestic dis.sensions were allowed to 
rest by common consent. The h-gal and 
patriotic purposes of the members hav- 
ing been delinitel/ avowed the opi>osi- 
tion now cousiders itself free lb vesome 
its customary violent attitode toward 
the goverumont. 

It is hoped that attacks upon the ad- 
ministration will not be carried to such 
excess as in former years, but the ex- 
treme radicals bare so often proved 
themselves determined lo block tbe 
course of tho government, no miftter at 
what hazard, that tho country has little 
expectation of their self-restraint ou 
t^his oocoaion. As previously reported 
the n)iniflter of foreign affain recently 
iieut a communication to the goremor

itwaa stated that Japanese subjects 
•erring pn board t7iiitea States ships in 
Japanese ports mnst be regarded far the 

Soremment as coming under the jnris- 
ictioh of the imperial courts whenever 
oharged with offenses against the law. 

▲s this opinion is contrary to the po- 
sition maintained hj the Uuited States, 
the question was brunght up for diplo- 
matic diacoasiou. It now appears that 
the foreign minister had no intention tu 
deliver an ex-cathedra judgment ou the 
subject. A native newspaper which 
printed his letter to the local governor 
has been fined 20 yen for pcbllshiug 
private ottlcial documents without per- 
mission. ]n the CDursie of his trial the 
prosecuting attorney remarked that the 
adminiritrutivu olliciais were not con- 
cerned with ijueslioiis of jurisdiction.

.lapani^se divers have applied for per 
iii'ssKPU to raise and repair the King 
Yuun and Cliih ^'uen, sunk in the light 
off Taikosa haibor. The tnorements ot 
General Cyama's army corps may b i 
snnunarized as follows: Landing Imj- 
gan Oct. 27, near the mouth of the 
Haayaa river un the east coast of Liau- 
Tung peninsula, ab<jut 75 miles from its 
uppermost extreauty. Ko oppositiou 
was offered aud tile troops weve all 
brought ou shore before the evening of 
the 8uth. Detachments started so ith- 
ward ou the morning of the 28th, and 
in the afternoon the suiall town of 
Ket«owox was occupied. Thunce for 
ward progress woa steady and uninter- 
mpteu for a week. Tlie inhabitants, 
after their first shook of surprise, mostly 
watched tk« strani* Kddten with stolid 
indifference. 

No enemy was seen until the town of 
Kmchow or Ontuohiu was rench«Hl, 
where the Ohiaeae fled pcecipitately. 
The town of Talien was approached on 
the 27th, the fleet under Admhral Ito 
co-^>perating in tha morement for tho 
redootioa of this Important atattou. 
Here again the enemy wanted to strike 
a blow in defense, but some 8,000 troop: 
abandoned the forts and joined the gar 
rison at Pnrt Arthur. The Japau'Vie 
destroyed the toriiedoes with which the 
harbor was lined, while the land forces 
occupying the works were profusely 
supplied with artillery and aramuui- 
tion. Nothing remained to be captured 
at this writiug iu Lian-Tuug bat Pure 
Arthur, wliioh is daily autluipatod. 
That Great Britain has assumed an e.c- 
tremely threatening attitndti toward 
China is asserted with great eiuphuAis 
aud directness by correspuudeuts in 
Pekiu and lion-'i .>in.

The 
British envoy is t • deiuand payniout of 
a largo sum (;f i.i' ii'-y, the degradation 
aud dismis.sal of liie chief magistrate 
holding oltice at Tieu-Taiu, aud an 
avowal of regret, accompanied by a 
lalute to tbe fla|f firam the guns of the 
Taku forts. 

If these conditions are not promptly 
fnliilled, troops aud warships will com 
monce reprisals. Stuitliug us this 111 
telligeuce sounds, it is repeated from 
various quarters, aud on alleged ofticial 
lutiiority. The latest addition is that 
England has already strained a poiut 
3f forbearance iu consequence of thu 
agitat«d condition of Chinese affairs, 
but that a warning was given at the bo 
ginning of Kovuiuber that a further ex- 
teusion of time oould uol be permitted, 
and that nothing but immediate and 
decisive action on China's part could 
avert heavy retribution. 

Japan luis requested tho Corean gov- 
ernment to open for foreign trade the 
porta of Moka-Voho, on the southeast 
coaat of the province of Chola, aud 
Kok-Won on the Tainting river. Ar- 
raugemants for this will be carried out 
as soon as the disorders of war are 
quieted. 

Affairs in Corea appear to be in very 
bad state despite offlolal Japanese state- 
ments. The interference of Japan 
toward putting everything right ap- 
pears to have had the contrary otlt^ct by 
putting everything wrong. Anarchy 
stalks throughout the southern part of 
the kingdom. It is said tliat there are 
armies of makHiutents ranging from 
20,0()0 to 50,000 strong. The entire 
population may be said to be hostile to 
tlio occupation of tho Jaj)aiieso, and 
tliough the wretched king, who is as 
plastic clay in the hands of a potter, has 
been flirecied to issue an edict that 
every oue is to be beiieuded who molests 
the Japanese. 

Japan DatoraUnod War Wmr, 

London, Deo. 1.— A dlqmtoh to The 
Times from Kobe says that Japan aeema 

intent upon the prosecution of the war 
with China. Preparations are making 
for a winter campaign. There is uni- 
versal rejoicing tliroughout the country 
because of the capture of Port Arthur.

Another Chnptor in the Arme- 
nian Atrocities. 



AN fiZOLUSIVE NIW REPORT 



A Fhyilclan, Who Waa Sentonead to DphIIi 
mill Forced to I'liilerKu Terrible UiHKiiii 
ing Torturaa, U«tns Finalljr Iialeai><'<i 
Talla tonathiaf of WJiat Has Oeenrrt i 
in A«l»-Mlnor. 

London, Deo* 1. — The following is 
anothor chapter in the story of tho Ar 
xionian atrocities which the Associau .1 
Press, ia able to furnish exclnsivi ly to 

its newspapers: 

Dr. <T. Thouma'.an. who was ot 
the Armenian phj-sicians at H( rriel; 
college, Marsovan, Asia-Minor, andwim 
was sentenced to death and foftied to 
uudergo terrible, disgusting tortures, 
being finally released through the inter- 
vention of Great Britain in July, IbUd, 
furnished the Associated Press with the 
latest details of tbe Turkish outrages 
which have iust come into his po:i>es 
sion. Dr. Thonmaian wri^ics: 

"It was necessary that the blood of 
thoQsands should be shed in order to 
bring the Armenian queition on tho 
tapis, but it is ahuost impossible to get 
full details, the guilty Turk preveutiug 
every possible escape of news. 

"However, 1 liave learned the follow 
ing: The ciuf of police of Moosha 
winch is tho headquarters of the Sa-i- 
soau district, went with a number oi 
gendarmes to the village of Thin :g ;ind 
nailed the head man and .some oile r.- 
head downward to posts, beat tliem a:.'i 
drenched them alternately with hot u.j i 
cold water. 

"Tlio chief of police then atteiupted 
to dishonor the wife of c-ne of his vie- 
tuns, and tho uufoitun ite woman, /. 
mg a Ivuili', pliin(.;ed it into the chief 01 
ponce's brum, whereupon the j;ea- 
danui's made a ;,'eueral atiack upon tiii 
peasants. A siubnorn st:'.i;,'g'e lesull'-d 
in wliii'h many of tho pea-i.uiis wi r;> 
wounded, auil oO of the:i, woifl t .i iii ; 
prison at iioosha. The whole v,ila,.'' t 
ThuriiT was charged with .-.odiium, ,i id 
tiie t'Ciida: mes iniuraily wore 
n priiii.inded, as tin y \. ere only curiy- 
lujf out the oniers of their supe: iors. 

'■'l"he Ariiieiiian vilLujes on the pla ;is 
of Moosli and lutiiji, in the vicinity of 
^assoun and V.iii, have bi en tired, aud 
their streets made tu run with bloo.l. 
From Jdaring over 100 oxen and 1,000 
(^hecp liave been driven OiT, and tlu. 
saint! ha9 occurred at Colossig und 
Havaborig. 

"Tho villages of Kozloo and Sheik- 
Agfaoob have been sacked by Turk.- and 
two young girls were made captives. 
At another village a miller was burned 
alive. At Panzaskeik three Armenians 
were murdered. This is only a daily tale 
of the horrors in the villages on the 
plains of Jloosh. If these authentic de- 
tails come from the villages on the open 
plaiu what must the truth be in distant 
places in tho mountains of Sassoun. 

•ill September, 117 Kurds appeared 
m the village of Baghezig osteuiibly 
for the purpose of supplies, eating, 
drinkiug und carousing oil day. Tliey 
plundered the Village, robbed thechurch 
of its costly retsels aud rode away. 

"Ou the day following, tho band of 
Kurds raided the village of Faroagh 
aud stole 50 hi^ad of cattle and a herd of 
sh'>ep belonging to the celebrated mon- 
astery of Varaka. 

'In the village of Daghvcran two 

Jonths were openly butchered by Knnls 
efore the eyes of their helpless rela- 
tives. 

"I could give pages and pa^'os of such 
liorrors done to my people. Nunc of 
these wrongs have been redressed, nor 
will they be so lung as P.ahri Faslia. 
iiiiiiseh a Kurd, remains governor geii- 
I'ral uf Van. iie is the greatest eiieiny 
of the Armenian race When the jjoite 
tried to Imider the Armenians from 
enilgr.it ing ii> Russia and I'ersia, this 
leiipeious fan. (tie explained that the 
porte could t l id of the Christians and 
a* tbe baiae tune get their lands.

"ileceufly, IJahri Pa.-,iia m:ide a ti nir 
of t hat distriet and coufisi'ated all 11. e 
property of absent ArnnMiiaiis, iiielud- 
iug thosi' who hiul gone away on busi- 
ness. Those wh(j returned were tnruwn 
into prisuu. 

"In order to t^upport Bahri Pasha's 
exterminating i)olicy a number of 
Kurdish boys, whu had hotm imprisoned 
for misilet^ds, were sent into the Sas 
Bonn districts by the Turks, who marked 
their prison aheeta With tbe word •*£.• • 
caped." 

"Unless tlie powers act promptly 
there will be a record of anceas.ve 
hldaona outragea.'*

"It is very im- 
portant," hf> says, "that there should 
be some Ir^jislal ion on finaiiee, I am 
not prepared to predict what, if any- 
thing, may be done at this session, but 
it must be apparent to everyone that 
the present situation ahould not be per 
mitted to remain long. Whatever sug- 
gestions the administration has to make 
will bo awaited with great interest. 
Whether or not Mr. Carlisle will pre- 
sent a proposition which will meet with 
general approval no oaa can aaj until 
tha meaaage cornea ia. A taaoeialaja- 
tern, which puta it in the power of any- 
one to deplete the treasury of gold and 
to compel the gevernmeat to increase 
its interest bearing ebUgatiens by the 
issue of bonds, is vicious, sod should be 
corrected as speedily as possible. 

He refers to the majority rapert of the 
house judiciary committee of the last 
sessiou, differing with lha suoretary as 
to tho authority to isuao beads, though 
he is nimble to say whefhrr there will 
be any discussion of the rrocnt bond 
issue. The hr)u-.e nfcv«» passed upon 
the report, but the -neaker thiiika it 
may bf considered. Tha sp«aker rioe.i 
not think there will be any tariff legis 
lation durinir the session, excapt to cor- 
rect the alcohol schedme of the preseni 
law. 

Further lepislatioii, he rays, rests 
witli the senate As to snsrar. be says: 

• It soenis t ) me that the same in- 
fluences which during the long session 
put the duty on sugar will he able to 
jueveiit a lejieal during the short time 
there is left for this congress to legis- 
late." 

Mr. Crisp does net think there is any 
nocesBity for any measure to rai.«e ad- 
ditioiial revenue, as the present law 
when it gets fully in operation will 
raise all the revenue needed. He re- 
gards as absurd the talk about defeat- 
ing the appropriation to put the income 
tax in operation. As to other legisla* 
tioii. the sjioaker says: 

"it s( cms to me that there will prob- 
ably be au effort made to do something 
with tbe Nicaragua canal. I am not 
familiar with all the details of tbe bill 
reported by the committee, bnt think 
that or some other meoauro dealing 
with this subject is rery apt te be acted 
on. Then there are the bankruptcy bill 
and the anti-option bill, which the aen- 
ate should dispose of before the doee of 
the session. A number of things may 
be attempted, bnt there i.s ue program 
arranged, and ererthiug depends upon 
what the general- feeling ia when we all 
get together. ' '

There was a aensational scene in the 
United States court room at Mt Sterling 

Thursfiay niorninif, wliich had a most 
tra){ic ending. With tlie whistling of 
b. diets and the frightened cries of men 
and boys, court was abruptly adjourned. 
One man will die from wounds received 
in the fit(ht. 

United States Commissioner Thomas 
F. Rodgcre opened court to try a case 
against 1-ee Sturgall, of Elliot County, 
for moonsbming or the illegal sale of 
mountain dew. The arrest of Sturgall 
was broii^'ht on liy a feeling caused by a 
fend in Elliott County. About a score of 
witnesses bad been summoned, who 

were (Miunlly divided as rc^anls the difTer- 
ent factions, and owing to trouble which 
had occurred prior to ti^e trial feeling be- 
tween the witnesses was intense, and be- 
fore the case waa called many predicted 
that a tragedy would be enacted in the 
court room. This prediction was veri- 
fied when the third witness took the 
stand, and the intermption was • most 
tragic one. 

Oreen Atkins, of Elliot County, who 
was one of the most prominent witnesses 
for the defense, mounted the stand, was 
sworn and tamed toward the Commis- 
sioner, awaiting interrogation. Suddenly 
Charles Watkins, of Carter County, aroee 
from his seat in the andienoe and walked 
up inside the railing and assumed an up- 
right position just behind Sturgall. lie 
bad his eyes turned at Atkins, who ap- 
peared to wince under the look of intense 
hatred Watkins directed toward him. 
Atkins had been warned that Watkins 
would attack him if he gave certain evi- 
dence, and as he saw his foe gazing at 
him dropped his hand on his gun. 

Atkins answered promptly all ques- 
tins put by Commisrioner Rodgers, and 
was abotit to exjilain a statement he had 
made when Watkins gave vent to a cry 
of anger and drawing his pistol roshed 
toward him. 

Bullets flew in all directions, and a 
stampede occurred. Such a scene was 
never before witnessed in a Kentucky 
court room. Spectators, lawyers, the 
jury and tlie court went to cover to pro- 
tect themselves from the flying bullets, 
while Atkins and Watkins fought like 
lemons. 

Every load in Watkins's pistol was 
discharged, and he started toward Atkins, 

intending to use his uun as a club, when 
lie was seized by United States Marshal 
Pat Punch. Atkins had dropped to the 
floor in an unconscious state. When 
the smoke of battle had cleared away 
Watkins was removed to the ooonty Jail 
by Marshal Punch, and surgeons were 
summoned to examine Atkins. It was 
found that one of the ballets had gone 
through his abdomen. 

The greatest excitement prevailed, and 
feeling was bitter against Watkins. 
Atkins is fatally hurt, and will die. He 
is a married man, and has a bmily liv- 
ing in Islliott County, near the home of 
Sturgall, in whose behalf he had come to 
Mt. Steriing to testify. He has a boat of 
friends, who denounce tin* attack on him 
as the woik of a cowardly assassin, and 
it is feared thitt more trouble will occur. 
Watkins's defense is that Atkins per- 
jured himself in making statements on 
the witneai. stand that wai intended to 
injure him.
